It is not,
however, to be confused with the fresh
water mussel. As a nutritlons and
wholegsome food it Is egual to either
the oyster or the clam, and many per
gons regard It ns supeclor in flavor,
The mus=els exist in such abundance
In such readily accessible places, and
they are so remdily ebtained by the
oysterman's regular equipment, that
they ean be put upon the market at
lower cost than cun elther oysters o
clamg. They nre at their best, more
over, when oysters ntre out of season,
though they are in season all the year
round, As a food they are economicnl-

nutritive value and digestibility, but
because, unlike the elam, all the meat
